• Include Relevant jobs, if any 

• Include extra-curricular (sports, volunteering) 

• Include leadership experience (team captain, church youth group leader) 

• Include certification (CPR, etc.) 

• Include technical skills (Microsoft, g-suite, etc.) 

• Include intrapersonal skills (team-oriented, self-confidence, etc.) 

• Carefully proofread and edit 

• Use action verbs
